Coolidge is about to win his bitter 
est battle with the United States 
senate. 
After 16 months of delay in the 
face of adverse majority, the senate 
at 5 P. M. today will vote upon the 
nomination of Thomas F. Woodloch, 
of New York, to be a member of the 
interstate commerce commission, and 
partial polls taken by the 
United 
Press indicate that it will be con­ 
firmed. 
The change of heart was wrought 
by Mr. Coolidge in promising to ap­ 
point in the future representatives 
of Pennsylvania, 
the 
south 
and 
southwest, if the senators from re­ 
gions would relent in their opposi­ 
tion to Woodloch. 
Opposition to Woodloch has' been 
led by Senator Wheeler, democrat, 
Montana, who has arranged a speech 
assailing the nomination. 


SNOW PLOWS IN

“ohall the congress amend the na­ 
tional prohibition act so as to allow 
the manufacture, sale, transporta­ 
tion and possession 
of 
beverages 
containing as great an amount of 
alcohol as is lawful under the con­ 
stitution, provided that such amend­ 
ments shall not interfere with the 
constitutional powers of the several 
states to legislate with respect to 
intoxicating liquors as each 
state 
may deem proper?” 
In states where the legislatures or 
authorities have made no provision 
for a referendum by* July 1< 1928, 
the postmaster general and the sec­ 
retary of commerce shall be empow­ 
ered to make arrangements for the 
referendum in that state.
